IF YOU'RE A fan of British hardcore you'll 
know Bastions. Since their beginnings in 
2008, the frenetic four-piece have perfected 
their fusion of post-rock instrumentals and 
larynx-ripping vocals. A few records and 
countless shows in, founding member Jamie 
McDonald admits “We know we're not going 
to be the next Bring Me The Horizon. I'm not 
under any illusion that we'll make serious 
money, but it's what we have a passion for.” 

The band's passion comes blasting through 
like a wrecking ball. From the atmospheric 
Amongst Crows to the darker Grief Beggar, 
everyone from The Ghost Of A Thousand to 
Fugazi are thrown into the melting pot that 
refuses to follow the ‘rules of hardcore'. 

Bastions just released Bedfellows Part One, 
the first in a two-part EP project that tells a 
story from the side of a brother and sister. But 
don't write these guys off as concept-album 
wankers, they're the real deal and back it up 
with ear-busting live shows. They're on tour 
with Rolo Tomassi in May and it's going to be 
bonkerstown. See you there! 




Q&A JAMIE MCDONALD, GUITAR 

DO YOU THINK THAT HARDCORE 
HAS BECOME SOMETHING OF AN 
OVERSATURATED GENRE? 

I think any genre of music that has a light 
shone on it leads to people cashing in. 
There's a lot of identikit hardcore bands, 
but I think good music will prevail. Even 
if you're in a scene that is completely 
saturated, if you're honest and hard¬ 
working and have good songs then you're 
going to get recognised. 

WILL YOU EVER STRAY AWAY 
FROM HARDCORE LIKE RELEASING 
A FREESTYLE JAZZ RECORD? 

We just like doing what we do and flirt 
with different ideas. On Bedfellows 
there's slide guitar, keyboards... rather 
than worrying about how to play the 
music live we wanted to make the songs 
the best they can possibly be and think 


about playing them live afterwards. 

We're only a four-piece and I'm the 
only guitarist, but on some songs there 
are three guitars, so it’s trying to work out 
a happy medium. 

YOU’VE JUST COME OFF A HECTIC TWO- 
WEEK TOUR OF EUROPE, HOW WAS IT 
FOR YOU GUYS? 

It was amazing, although we almost 
died in Hungary. The roads going from 
Slovakia to Hungary are completely 
fucked anyway and there was a massive 
blizzard with lorries getting overturned 
and everything. It was meant to be a 
simple six hour drive but we were on the 
road for almost twelve, it was getting 
dark and we couldn’t see even a foot in 
front of us. We genuinely thought we 
weren’t going to get out of it alive.

CUSTOMERS AREN’T 
CROOKS 

I gave my latest book away to 
download under a Creative 
Commons licence. I'm not 
unusual in having my book 
available for free - any book 
can be downloaded in a few 
dicks. What's unusual is I don't 
call my customers crooks. The 
ultimately doomed quest to 
make it harder to copy material is 
adding surveillance, control and 
censorship in large measures, 
not because the entertainment 
industry wants those but because 
they see them as a means to 
an end. Having installed those 
measures, they have no control 
over how they're used. 

YouTube gets thousands of 
incorrect copyright daims 
- any time you take due 
process out of the system, 
you create a regime that 
people can abuse. 


Our world's made of computers. 
Your car's a computer. We're 
increasingly putting them 
into our bodies - if you're a 
member of the iPod generation, 
when you get a hearing aid it 
won't be beige plastic, it'll be a 
computer. Once they're inside our 
bodies, it's important we know 
what they're doing there. We 
need governments to regulate 
computers with the gravitas 
they deserve, as the nervous 
system of the 21st century, rather 
than an efficient pornography 
distribution network. 


In the 21st century everything 
we do requires the internet, 
so every problem does too. It's 
like when someone commits 
a massacre and they say he 
plays videogames - it would 
be more surprising if someone 
didn't play videogames. It's 
natural for people to say “Can't 
you make a computer that's 
selectively broken in a way that 
doesn't cause this problem, 
that's incapable of illegally 
downloading files, that doesn't 
let people send terrorist messages 
or paedophile messages?''but 
there's no model of computer 
science for a system that runs 
every program except the ones 
that upset people. There's no way 
to selectively break computers 
and the internet without 
ultimately breaking them 
overall. We can't make the 
internet just a little bit pregnant. 


Anytime you have a device with 
Digital Rights Management on 
it, like an iPad or iPhone that 
only plays apps approved by 
the App Store, that device has 
to have some way of hiding its 
processes from its owner, because 
otherwise the owner could delete 
the program that checks whether 
the apps are approved. 

A good file system shows 
all the files in the system. A 
good process manager lists 
what processes are running. 

A broken file manager is blind 
to certain files, and a broken 
process manager doesn't report 
accurately on what programmes 
are running. It doesn't allow you 
to terminate a programme that 
you think is bad - what could be 
more fundamental than that?

I don't go stir crazy, but I have 
to be self-disciplined to stay in 
when my friends want to go 
out - they say “Well you don't 
have a real job, so you can just 
go out whenever you want.” But 
really I have to put in a lot more 
hours than people with a 9-5 job, 
because they have a set amount 
of money they make. With me, 
the more work I put in 
the more money I 



make, and it’s never consistent. 

HOW LONG DOES EACH 
MONSTER TAKE TO MAKE? 

Well it depends, the smallest 
ones I make probably take about 
20 minutes, but I get a lot of big 
custom orders which can take 
me a couple of days, or 
pieces for galleries that 
can take even a week 
if I’m really into it. 

THAT’S SOME 
DEDICATION! 

It’s kind of an 
obsession... 

HOW DID YOU FIRST 
GET INTO IT? 

Well I used to draw and paint 
all the time and then when I 
started worked at a craft store, 

I picked sewing up because I 
could get the materials for cheap. 
When I posted my work up on 
the internet, it turned out people 
wanted to buy them! Nobody 
was really interested in my 2D 
art, so it went from there. 
WHERE DO YOU GET YOUR 
INSPIRATION FROM? 

I originally had the idea of 
making monsters from one of 
my favourite artists - Brandi 
Milne - she normally does 
paintings but for a while she 
was making monsters and when 


I saw that I had to try it. I’ve 
always loved monsters so I just 
make things up as I go. I’ll doodle 
things and see what happens, or 
sometimes I’ll cut fabric and see 
what my brain comes up with! 
WHAT’S IN THE PIPELINE? 

I've recently done my first 
panel show and after 
doing that I realised 
I should be doing 
things in person. 

I pretty much just 
sit at home like a 
hermit all day, so 
I’m trying to expand 
into showing my work 
at conventions or art shows or 
anything where I’m actually 
talking to real people. I would 
love to have a solo gallery show - 
just fill a room with monsters! 
WHAT’S YOUR END GOAL? 

I’d love to have something mass 
produced, something to send 
to stores, like Uglydolls or a 
weird Furby, just so I could have 
something that would sell on 
its own so I wouldn't have to 
keep making it and making it. I 
wouldn't like to spend all of my 
time making loads of little stuff. 
Then maybe I could have some 
co-workers or sewing robots!

OLI SYKES 

BRING ME THE HORIZON 

THE MOST POLARISING CHARACTER IN BRITISH 
MOSIC IS BACK WITH THE ALBUM OF THE YEAR 
AND STILL DOESN'T GIVE A SHIT ABOUT HATERS

S EMPITERNAL IS YOUR FIRST 
RECORD ON A MAJOR LABEL, 
DID THAT AFFECT WHAT 
YOU THOUGHT YOU COULD 
RELEASE? 

Definitely not. Being on a 
major label has smashed 
any perception I had of it, it’s such 
a different experience. We were on 
Visible Noise who did an amazing job 
but took us as far as we could get, we 
hit a wall where we couldn’t do the 
things we wanted to do. Me and my 
brother made a DVD to put out for our 
re-release called Lads On Tour but we 
couldn't put it out because the label 
couldn't afford to get the songs playing 
in the background of clubs. Now Sony 
has given us the opportunity to express 
ourselves artistically. When we joined 
we said ‘This is what we want to be’. 
We're a metal band, that's a given, but 
this album’s not a metal album. We 
don’t want to be perceived as a metal 
band any more, we don’t want to 


look like a metal band, we don’t want 
photoshoots full of blood and flames - 
we want to look how we want to look 
and dress how we want to dress. 
WHAT WAS YOUR REACTION WHEN 
THE ALBUM LEAKED? 

I’d be lying if I said it wasn’t shit but 
I knew it was coming anyway. I'd 
made a plan for it happening because 
I was so sure. Music's free now, if you 
don't want to pay for music then you 
don’t pay for music. Everyone takes 
that privilege. As a musician you’ve 
got to accept that nowadays. You pay 
to make an album that you don't get 
money for, you make money from 
people liking the album then coming 
to your shows. And I’m fine with that. 
When it happened I wanted to spin it 
in a positive light rather than go ‘Oh 
fucking hell, let's cover this up and 
get it over and done with’. We were 
just glad people had heard it and 
were stoked. The response has been 
overwhelmingly positive, it was cool 


FRONT liked it, but you never know 
how the fans are going to react. But 
when it leaked everyone said it was 
amazing and that they were going 
to buy it anyway, so how can you be 
pissed off when the response is that 
positive? Who gives a shit about album 
sales? It makes no difference to me if 
we get in the charts, all that matters is 
that we can carry on doing what we’re 
doing and the fans like what we do. 

A LOT OF THE LYRICS ON 
SEMPITERNAL ARE BASED AROUND 
FAITH AND RELIGION, ARE YOU A 
RELIGIOUS MAN? 

I’m an atheist, so it’s all about not 
believing in God. Before this album I 
was put in a position where I was 
asked to believe in God to get better, I 
was in a shitty place and I was asked to 
put my faith in God. I couldn't 
understand that and it made me really 
angry. Why would I get better from 
something that doesn't exist? Why 
would I put my hopes in a miracle

that's not going to happen? At the end 
of the day no-one’s going to save you 
and get you out of your mess, you've 
got to do it yourself. For me it’s very 
delusional to believe in God because 
it's bullshit, it’s the only imaginary 
friend in the world that you can get 
away with having and I think kids 
need to know that. America is so 
religion-based there's kids that believe 
in God and they don't even know why. 
And it’s not a harmless belief - it 
causes wars, people die for it, people 
kill for it, nations are controlled by it. I 
wouldn’t push my opinions on 
anyone, I’m a vegetarian but I don’t 
think anyone’s wrong for eating meat, 
but I don’t think anyone’s really 
addressing the religion issue. 
Organised religion is shit and should 
be abolished in the next decade, it's 
what will destroy our planet. 

AS WELL AS RELIGION, YOU’RE 
ANGRY ABOUT A LOT OF THINGS 
ON THE RECORD. IN ANTIVIST YOU 
DROP THE C-BOMB, WHICH NOT 
MANY BANDS TEND TO DO... 

The song is almost like a stupid 
answer to a stupid question. The 
subject matter is dumb people tb 

and I'm being an idiot in my 
response. On the internet 
you can say whatever the 
fuck you want without 
any substance or 
consequence behind 
it-there’s people 
who’ll call me a 
fucking dickhead 
on the internet but 
shake my hand in 
real life. People can 
say anything, which 
is fine, but people can 
lead double lives now. 

Some people have a 
better life on the internet 
because they can be who 
they want to be. They’ve taken a 
nice photo, got the angle right and 
Photoshopped their face, and on the 
internet they’re this exotic person but 
in real life they’re a fat fucking loser 
sat inside every night eating Doritos. 
People think they're something else 
now. People think they’re fucking 
activists because they’ve watched a 30 
minute video. Everyone’s a hypocrite 
without realising it, you can't claim 
things are wrong and still be a part of 
the problem, the same way you can’t 
push vegan beliefs and still eat meat. 
You can’t talk about Apple destroying 
the world but tweet it from your 
iPhone. We all know shit’s bad, but 


you've got to stand for what you say 
you believe in. You’re not saving the 
world by posting on the internet. 
PEOPLE DON’T JUST TRY TO SAVE 
THE WORLD ON THE INTERNET, 
THEY GET ANGRY AND YOU 
ATTRACT A LOT OF HATE. 

I’ve got to the state now where I 
think if it’s the internet, it's not real. 

In the same way I can pick up Heat 
magazine and go ‘That guy’s a fucking 
cunt, I hate him’ when I’ve never met 
him. If I met Robbie Williams in real 
life I’d shake his hand but I’d still slag 
him off. People say a lot of shit about 
our band on the internet but I've 
never had anyone come up to me and 
say they fucking hate me. In our ten 
years of being a band it must be in 
the millions the amount of negative 
comments I’ve had but I just don't 
take it as a real thing. 

WHEN YOU LAST GOT YOUR HAIR 
CUT IT TRENDED ON TWITTER, 
DOESN’T THAT FREAK YOU OUT? 
What? I didn't know that. I try to stay 


town, you know? I had to get off there 
because it made me angry. People just 
sprout the most insane shit like ‘I just 
cleaned my house today’ - who cares?

FASHION DECISION? 

When I look back, the neon spandex 
was pretty crazy. I don't know if it was 
a mistake because it was part of who 
I was at the time. But if I were to do a 
demo in spandex today, that would be 
a mistake... probably. 

SO SPANDEX IS A BIGGER FASHION 
MISTAKE THAN, SAY, WEARING A 
DAY-GLO BUMBAG FULL OF CRYSTAL 
METH IN AN AIRPORT? 

Yeah, all that stuff was, you know, for 
then. But I don't think I've really done 
anything that I regret. 

EVEN THE FIVE YEARS ON THE RUN 
FROM THE LAW? IN YOUR OWN 
WORDS: “FROM 1995 TO JANUARY 
2000,1 DID CRYSTAL METH EVERY 
SINGLE DAY, ALL DAY.” 

No regrets. No mistakes. I never made 
a mistake (laughs). 

ARE THE HOSOI OF NOW AND THE 
HOSOI OF THEN TWO DIFFERENT 
PEOPLE, OR ARE YOU THE SAME GUY 
WITH DIFFERENT PRIORITIES? 

I believe I'm the same guy. Back then 
I was being creative and innovative 
and wanting to do something 
different. I wanted to not be a follower 
but to lead. I had to take chances. I had 
to take risks. Whether it was how I 
skated, what I wore or what I listened 
to I always upped the ante, pushed 
the bar and tried to do something 
original. And that created who I was 
then and who I am today. 

SO YOU’VE JUST TONED YOURSELF 
DOWN A BIT? 


I’m maybe a little bit more 
conservative than I was, but that 
doesn't mean I can't be as fashion- 
forward as I was back then. I’m in 
my forties so I have to be appropriate 
to my age, but I’m still carrying a 
skateboard, wearing a hat backwards, 
going to the skatepark. 

BEFORE GUYS LIKE YOU AND STEVE 
CABALLERO, PEOPLE COULDN’T BE 
PROFESSIONAL SKATEBOARDERS 
IN THEIR LATE 40S - ARE YOU 
REDEFINING WHAT IT MEANS TO BE 
THAT AGE? 

Yeah, after I was 21 they were like “OK, 
you should be retiring soon...” and 
I was like “No way! I'm gonna keep 
doing this!” But I thought when I was 
30 I’d be done. But then as time went 
on I was like “Wow, I can still skate... I 
CAN STILL SKATE! I’m still skating! Oh 
my gosh, what's going on?” Even now 
we’re pushing the bar as to how long a 
person can skate for. 

SO IT WON’T BE A PIPE AND 
SLIPPERS RETIREMENT FOR YOU? 

I don't believe in retirement. Who 
wants to retire? It’s such a cop out, like 
being a quitter. And I am not a quitter. 
I’m gonna be working til the day that 
I die and it's gonna be about having 
fun, doing what I love, and if that's 
always skateboarding then I’m gonna 
be doing that. 

WHO’S YOUR FAVOURITE SKATER OF 
ALL TIME? 

When I think of who is really being an 
innovator right now, somebody who’s 
created a whole new platform for 
skateboarding is Danny Way. Big-air 
was my favourite thing to do, so when 
Danny imagined and created these 
big ramps to do bigger airs - he did the 
18ft tall one, then a bigger one, I® 5 














then he went all-out and did the 
Mega Ramp. It blew me away. 

THAT’S NOT SOMETHING YOU CAN 
| JUST COBBLE TOGETHER WITH A 
BIT OF OLD PLYWOOD IS IT? 

Think about how much finance it 
takes to even try it. You have to build 
it and take that chance. But he proved 
it was possible. And not only that, he 
blew it out of the water. Even today, 
guys are still trying to catch up. I was 
in prison when I first saw the Mega 
Ramp pictures in a magazine and I 
was like “This is insane! Why didn't 
we have this when I was a kid doing 
airs? Why didn't I think of this?” 
WHEN YOU WENT TO JAIL DID 
PEOPLE KNOW YOUR REP AND GIVE 
YOU A HARDER TIME INSIDE? 

It actually made it a lot easier to 
cruise through jail and meet people. 
Skateboarding is like this outlaw, 
rebel-attitude sport. It was punk rock. 
Even to the gangs and all those guys, 
it was radical to skateboard and that 
was why they all did it. So when I 
went inside they all knew me and 
they were like “No Way! Christian 
Hosoi! Dude, when I was a kid the 
first board I stole was a Hosoi 
board!” Those things made 
it easy for me and won me a 
lot of good favour. 

YOU ALSO ‘FOUND GOD’ 

WHILE IN PRISON. DID 
ANYBODY GIVE YOU 
AHARD TIME FOR 
THAT? 

I didn't even 
in God until I got 
into prison. And 


I just read the Bible and I was like 
“Hey! Man! This is real!” And because 
it was me everybody went “Hosoi's 
into Jesus? Who would have ever 
thought it?” It was funny, my whole 
life my name was Christian, my 
nickname was ‘Christ’, I had crosses 
on my board, I invented the Christ Air 
and I only just figured this out... 
YOU’RE A MINISTER NOW - YOU’RE 
HARDLY THE CONVENTIONAL 
IMAGE OF A MAN OF THE CLOTH... 

I don't think ‘conventional' is ever 
going to be the word for me. I’m just 
trying to be relevant. I think if you're 
not a poser and you're real then you 
can walk the walk. I think that's 
what skateboarders always look for. 
We look at people and we go “OK, 
that’s a poser. He's fronting. He’s 
biting. He's a fraud.” But if you're real, 
that's how you represent the Lord. 
MOST SKATEBOARDERS ARE FAR 
FROM SAINTS. HOW DO YOU 
PREACH TO SUCH A TOUGH BUNCH? 
Skateboarders are the most 
critical people in the world, and 
we can really tell if someone’s 
a fake. That’s how I view 
things - skateboarding, 
Christians and my faith. 

I view everything super 
critically, so by being 
the real deal I think that’s 
where people will be attracted 
to it and want to know 
more about it. But 
if you’re not real, 
they'll just say 
“That’s wack!” I 
think my realness 
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is what’s going to reach people. 

GNARLY DUDES LIKE CEREBRAL 
BALLZY OR DAVID GONZALEZ 
CLEARLY THINK YOU’RE STILL 
. REAL ENOUGH TO CAMEO IN 
THEIR VIDEOS. HOW WAS THAT? 
What a blessing that was for David 
' to want me in his video. That kid 
is just so stylish. He’s got his mini 
ramp in the back yard. I went 
. and skated that and did those 
doubles with him. He was just so 
appreciative and thankful. That’s 
not common in our sport. 

THE BONES BRIGADE 
DOCUMENTARY PRESENTED 
YOU AS THE CHIEF RIVAL TO 
TONY HAWK. YOU WERE THE 
BIG-AIR BADBOY AND HE WAS 
THE TECHNICAL ROBOT. DID YOU 
1 EVER FEEL THREATENED BY HIS 
TECHNICAL ABILITIES? 

No. Tony Hawk was just naturally 
talented. He was one of those guys 
I knew was gonna stay on his board 
at every contest, bring out difficult 
' new tricks and make them look 
easy. But it went the other way as 
well: what was easy for me was 
| flying high. So there was this cool 
I dynamic of different styles that 
I clashed, but also created a cultural 
| fanbase within skateboarding. It 
attracted people who could identify 
with different groups, certain styles, 
certain ways of dressing, tastes in 
music or whatever. And even the 
neighbourhoods or the skatepark 
you came from created all these 
rivalries that made the sport even 
more cool.

It's got to be Reading, hasn't it? Ask 
anyone in the band and get them to 
name the top three festivals they'd like to 
play, I’d put money on them all saying 
Reading and Leeds. We’re really 
honoured that we've been asked to 
play this year; it’ll definitely be a 
highlight. Even if our slot doesn't go 
well, I’ll see some amazing bands. 
WHAT’S THE BEST FESTIVAL 
YOU’VE EVER BEEN TO? 

I must confess that until last year, I hadn’t 


been to many festivals. Download was 
my first big festival, which we actually 
played last year, which was amazing 
to do for the first time. Back in the day 
in 2006,2007,1 went to Give It A Name 
and that was great. That was my first 
multiple-bands-on-one-bill sort of thing. 
It was a great way to get into it. Last year 
Takedown was great, Hit The Deck was 
fantastic, Redfest as well - summer was 
just amazing. I can’t explain how much 
I’m looking forward to festival season. 
WHO ARE THE BEST BAND YOU’VE 
EVER SEEN AT A FESTIVAL? 

Enter Shikari at Give It A Name 2007 blew 
my mind. It was around the time there 
was a lot of hype around them and you 
could feel the buzz about half an hour 
before they came on. You knew everyone 
was gearing up for it and it went 
absolutely ape-shit. Marmozets last year 
were a real surprise, I got dragged there 
by my mate Rusty from Brotherhood Of 
The Lake who said I had to listen to them. 
I popped down there and their live show 
was fantastic, really stand-out. I went to 
Reading as a punter last year and I saw 
Foo Fighters and that was a really special 
hour and a half, it was at the end of a 
really good day. I was looking at them 
starry-eyed, they're like the band. 
FAVOURITE FESTIVAL MOMENT? 

Last year at Download I'd spent ages in 
the rain the night before setting up my 
tent. I was so grumpy, everything was 
wet, I was like ‘Fuck this, man, what am 
I doing here? I could be at home chilling 
in bed for two days before the night that 
I’m on.’ But the morning came and I went 
to the breakfast tent backstage to chill 


out and drink tea, and my favourite band 
ever, Billy Talent, came and sat opposite 
us. I looked to my left and Trivium were 
sat there eating their breakfast, then 
I heard Steel Panther singing in an 
interview on the other side of the tent - it 
was the most surreal place, it was like a 
canteen at school but with your heroes. 
WHAT’S THE CRAZIEST THING YOU’VE 
SEEN OR DONE AT A FESTIVAL? 

I got to Hevy late last year on the Andrew 
W.K. night and I saw it was mental, but I 
was sober. Everyone was having a good 
time but I was way way way too sober 
for it, everyone was absolutely ruined so 
I went to bed. I woke up in the morning, 
obviously earlier than everyone else, and 
it was carnage. There was smoke coming 
off things, there were dudes sleeping 
naked on top of their vans. There was a 
Skoda in a tent - someone had built their 
tent around the Skoda and I presume 
people were inside the car sleeping. 
Eventually people started coming out of 
their tents and the looks on their faces 
was priceless, and we had to play in an 
hour’s time to these hungover-as-shit 
people. The more drunk you get the more 
disheveled your hair is in the morning 
and you could see people with Marge 
Simpson-esque hair wandering around. 
DO YOU DANCE OR MOSH? 

I like the gangsta nod, where you fold 
your arms and nod respectively toward 
the stage - that's usually my vibe. But if 
I have to go for it it’s got to be a bit of a 
mosh. I’m not a big fan of the swinging 
the aims trying to knock each other out, 
but if you’ve got a bit of an old-school 
circle pit I’m game for a bit of that.

SEASON? 

Very much so - 
last year we were 
busy doing the 
album so the 
majority of our 
summer was taken up doing that. We 
kind of missed out but now we've got 
a new album to play and we just can't 
wait to get out there. The season is great 
because we get to meet new bands and 
also hang out with bands we've toured 
with before. It's gonna be a good one. 
ANYTHING SPECIAL PLANNED FOR 
YOUR FESTIVAL SHOWS? 

Our drummer is a clever clogs and he’s 
written a program which allows us to 
control the lights on stage ourselves. 
We've got it ready for our headline tour 
and it’ll be amazing to see it at a festival, 
but it depends on the facilities of the 
specific festival I guess. You're showing 
your hand in a different way, when 
you're playing it just accentuates the 
timing and the phrasing. People ask how 
you're gonna make a big record sound as 
big as possible, and we'd like to do it that 
way. We’re trying to steer away from a 
backing track or extra person - I’m keen 
for everything to be the three of us. 
WHAT’S THE BEST FESTIVAL YOU’VE 
EVER BEEN TO? 

Our favourite was when we played 
Sonisphere in 2011 with Biffy, The Mars 
Volta, Periphery and bands like that. I 
can't say I've ever been a massive 
festival-goer honestly, but that 


was really awesome. We watched 
Periphery with Steve-0 from Jackass and 
I had a wee with the drummer from limp 
Bizkit, which was weird. As far as playing 
them it’s gotta be 2000 Trees Festival - 
a guy called James runs it, and also does 
Arctangent Festival. He’s just a really 
awesome bloke and every time we play 
we're always looked after. If you look 
after the bands then they’re gonna come 
back year after year and it all adds to the 
positive environment of the festival. The 
public notice that the artists are happy 
too, so they're happy and everyone just 
has a really good time. 

WHO ARE THE BEST BAND YOU’VE 
EVER SEEN AT A FESTIVAL? 

Biffy were amazing at Sonisphere and 
The Mars Volta were also amazing -1 was 
like a little schoolchild when I saw them. 
There’s a different level of performing 
when you see a band that've been doing 
it for that long - there's something special 
that happens when you've really honed 
your craft, it just translates really well 
between the band and the audience. 
You’re just like ‘Wow, we’ve got a long 
way to go! We need to up our game!’ To 
see your two favourite bands the day 
before you play is awesome, it's like a kick 
up the arse and it spurs you on. 
FAVOURITE FESTIVAL MOMENT? 
Meeting The Mars Volta was definitely 
the best. I didn't think it was possible 
really because it was the first year we'd 
been playing festivals, we were new to it 
and we hadn’t really played with the big 
boys yet! We got an all-access pass and 
were like ‘Is this an aaall-access pass?’ 

Our managers were just like ‘Sure, you 
can go wherever you want, just go over 


there and speak to The Mars Volta.' They 
were just standing next to a Portaloo 
and I chatted to them for a little bit - it 
was amazing. It was a weird time for us, 
it was a big step up - we met so many 
of our heroes and people we look up to 
and respect. I remember talking to Brann 
from Mastodon, I said ‘I think your band's 
awesome!' then he was like ‘Cheers, how 
are you?’ and I hadn’t prepared myself 
for a continuation of the conversation 
so I was all over the place, saying stupid 
stuff like ‘Are you having a nice day? I’m 
having a nice day.' 

DRINK OF CHOICE AT A FESTIVAL? 

The first time we played Hevy I 
remember they had Hoegaarden beer 
which is our favourite drink by far. Back 
then it wasn’t that popular so nobody was 
drinking it - the artist bar was completely 
free and before we knew it we were 
pretty pissed. We didn't plan on staying 
but we ended up in the tour manager's 
tent with his girlfriend - so we ruined 
that romantic evening - and the other 
half of us were in the back of the van. 

That day me and Daryl had flown in from 
Florida straight to the festival - we'd been 
up for three days already! 

IF YOU COULD BOOK THREE 
HEADLINERS FOR A FESTIVAL, WHO 
WOULD THEY BE? 

I’d love to see Nine Inch Nails, that would 
be awesome. We're always about a day 
away from seeing them - it’s just one of 
those bands we never get to see, it was 
the same with Rolo Tomassi for a while, 
we always missed them too. I’d like to see 
Every Time I Die even though they’re not 
quite as big over here as America. They 
can do serious headliner slots over there.

Because of the band we are we can play 
Hit The Deck which is more of a punk 
festival, and we can play Down The 
Valley which is more of an indie/ 
experimental festival, and live At Leeds 
which is more of a mainstream deal. It’s a 
nice situation to be in. We’ve never been 
anywhere and had everyone hate us, so 
it’s nice to be accepted in every field. 
WHAT’S THE BEST FESTIVAL YOU’VE 



EVER BEEN TO? 

We really love 2000 Trees festival, 
which we’re not playing this year, but 
it’s definitely our favourite UK festival. 

It always has a great line-up, a great 
atmosphere, the guys that organise it are 
always wandering around the festival 
site. It’s just the right size, too. Not too big, 
not too small kind of deal. Truck Festival 
in Oxfordshire is really cool, another 
festival that's just the right size and has 
great bands. 

WHO ARE THE BEST BAND YOU’VE 
EVER SEEN AT A FESTIVAL? 

That's tough. ...And You’ll Know Us By 
The Trail Of Dead At All Tomorrow’s 
Parties, it was a really intense live show 
from a very visceral band. Actually ATP 
is the best festival I’ve been to as a fan, 
it’s in a Butlin’s holiday camp. The stages 
are in all the places they usually have 
entertainment for families, it’s a really 
wicked location. 

FAVOURITE FESTIVAL MOMENT? 

Having to drag all our gear across a 
muddy swamp at 2000 Trees last year. It 
sounds awful but it was a really funny, 
ridiculous situation to find yourself in 
- marooned in a car park unable to get 
yourself to the stage. It was knee-deep 
mud everywhere, it was that Dunkirk 
spirit of banding together, I guess. 
DRINK OF CHOICE AT A FESTIVAL? 

It varies across the whole band. We 
really like nice Belgian beers but 
tracking those down at festivals 


can be quite hard. 

WHAT’S THE CRAZIEST THING YOU’VE 
SEEN/DONE AT A FESTIVAL? 

At 2000 Trees there were people 
wrestling in the mud, but properly 
going in over their heads. The mud was 
so intense and thick, it was absolutely 
torrential rain, the field was basically 
flowing down from the top to the bottom. 
There was this mud wrestling going on 
outside the stage tent, and people were 
taking run-ups and sliding about 200 
metres down the field. This was on the 
Friday night with two days left at the 
festival, people were completely ruining 
their weekends on the Friday. 

DO YOU DANCE OR MOSH? 

We’re more of a quietly-watching-from- 
the-sound-desk kind of band. 

IF YOU COULD BOOK THREE 
HEADLINERS FOR A FESTIVAL WHO 
WOULD THEY BE? 

I actually run my own festival called 
Handmade in Leicester, it’s just a 
small thing but we’ve got Rolo Tomassi, 
The Twilight Sad and We Were Promised 
Jetpacks playing. All of the band are 
quite heavily involved in the local music 
community - Jamie’s an engineer, I’m a 
promoter, Matt's a sound engineer, and 
we decided we’d start our own festival 
in the city centre where you can move 
between different venues. But if money 
was no object I’d go ...Trail Of Dead, 

And So I Watch You From Afar and Lite. 

They're all bands we’ve toured 
with in the past and all wicked 
live bands.

SEASON? 

Yeah, festival 
season is always 
interesting, so I’m 
excited. When you do Glastonbury and 
stuff it's cool because you get to do the gig 
and then party, but I’m doing a load of 
European ones this year too. Still, I think 
my favourite one will be Electric Daisy 
Carnival in the Olympic Park in London. 
It's in July and it's the first EDC in London 

- they do ones in Vegas and Denver 
usually. It’s a crazy, crazy lineup - you've 
got Tiesto, me, MistaJam, loads of great 
dance DJs. It's good because I don't really 
get to play festivals in my home town. 

DO YOU PREFER THE ONES ABROAD 
IN THE SUN OR OVER HERE ON HOME 
TURF BUT SHIT WEATHER? 

To be honest, it's always nice if it doesn't 
rain - Glastonbury a couple of years ago 
was awesome because it was sunny. Brits 
put up with it because they're used to it 
but it definitely puts a downer on the day 

- you really notice the difference when it 
doesn't piss down and it's sunny, it really 
cheers up the mood. That's the bonus 
about the ones I've played abroad, like 
Exit in Serbia - it's always really hot, so 
the mood is different, it's better. Hopefully 
in July EDC in London will catch the early 
part of the sunshine, but it might snow! 
ANYTHING SPECIAL PLANNED FOR 
YOUR FESTIVAL SHOWS? 

I just try not to play as though it was a 
club situation. If I’m playing a dub I’ll 
test out some underground or really 
current stuff but at festivals I broaden 
it out to play a lot of tracks that people 
will know - dassics and stuff. Festival 


crowds are different from dub crowds - 
you'll get booked for one tent but people 
that are there for different music might 
walk around and wander into your 
tent. They're not necessarily into the 
underground but they might like some 
stuff that’s been on the radio or older 
dassics they've heard on compilations. It’s 
stuff I love but it’s got a broader appeal. 
WHICH FESTIVALS ARE YOU MOST 
LOOKING FORWARD TO AS A PUNTER? 
To be honest I don't really go to loads of 
festivals. Because I play at them so much 
it's weird taking time off and going to 
one, I’d much rather go abroad and just 
chill. Saying that, I wouldn't mind going 
to Glastonbury this year as long as the 
weather’s nice. Global Gathering is always 
good as well, and nearly all the music 
is underneath a marquee so it doesn’t 
matter too much if it rains. 

WHAT’S THE BEST FESTIVAL YOU’VE 
EVER BEEN TO? 

I would probably say Coachella in Palm 
Springs, it had a great line up and the 
weather was baking, it was quality. On 
the flip side it's difficult because there’s so 
much going on that you miss a lot of stuff. 
I also played Sonar in Barcelona in 2010, 
that was really cool, there were a lot of 
good electronic acts there. 

WHO ARE THE BEST BAND YOU’VE 
EVER SEEN AT A FESTIVAL? 

The Prodigy. They’re just amazing. Just 
the energy - the way they put their show 
on, they don’t scrimp on production. It 
looks sick and sounds sick and you’ve 
always got Keith going crazy and running 
about. It’s a mixture between live band 
music and dance music, they smash it 
together and there's nobody doing it like 
they're doing it. Every time I’ve seen them 
they completely kill it. 

FAVOURITE FESTIVAL MOMENT? 


I think my favourite moment is always 
watching people that get drunk too early 
at festivals trying to manoeuvre around 
during the day. You walk past and it’s like 
2pm and you're thinking ‘Where have 
you been and why are you so drunk? 
You've paid 150 quid and you're gonna 
miss everything.' You can tell when you 
see a festival first-timer that got too 
excited and fucked up. You get that at any 
festival - the excited early ones. It’s an art 
to pace it and not get too excited. 

WHAT’S THE CRAZIEST THING YOU’VE 
SEEN OR DONE AT A FESTIVAL? 

When I played Creamfields last year, 
there was a minibus that drove artists to 
and from the stage and we all jumped 
on this bus with blacked out windows 
- there was about 15 of us. We drove 
past the Portaloos and there must have 
been 30 girls trying to hide behind the 
back of them because the queues were 
so big. They had their pants fully down 
because they thought there was nothing 
behind the fence but suddenly we drove 
round and I remember saying to the 
driver “Stop stop stop!” and we undid the 
windows, beeped the horn and were like 
“Waahaayyy!”

Rob Zombie hasn’t had the 
easiest time as a director. 

He’s taken quite a bit of stick 
from the horror crowd over 
the years, the main reason 
being he decided to remake 
Halloween and all the sweaty 
neck-beards went mental and 
threw their Doritos on the 
floor.

The premise is full of 
potential - a mysterious 
record turns up at a radio 
station containing a 
disturbing song that causes 
listeners to go mental, there 
are eerie goings-on in an 
apartment and a comeback 
gig for the band behind the 
track proves slightly different 
to what everyone expected. 
The idea is ripe for horror 
goodness, but Zombie plays 
it down and plumps for a 
mish-mash of fake scares and 
dream sequences. 

It’s long-winded and 
intentionally trippy, but too 
much effort is concentrated 
into creating atmosphere, 
to the detriment of action 
and coherence. Don’t worry 
though, for the last 20 
minutes it goes fucking 
insane, then suddenly 
finishes and you punch 
yourself in the head because 


you have no idea what is 
going on anymore. 

The reaction to watching 
it is akin to the reaction 
of those that listen to the 
central record - you’ll feel on 
edge, you’ll probably want to 
turn it off, but you’ll remain 
transfixed. It’s more of an 
experience than a movie, it’s 
like a ghost-train at a shit 
fairground - slow, hokey and 
cheap, yet for some reason 
also quite terrifying. 

Still, it’s a bit of a shame 
really, we know Zombie is 
capable of much better so 
this came as an unexpected 
disappointment. You never 
know though, you might like 
it - it’s got a bunch of naked 
OAPs dancing around a fire 
wiggling their saggy bums 
in your face.
